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INTRODUCTION 


IN THE TRACING OF MY FAMILY HISTORY, IT BECAME OBVIOUS THAT MANY PARTS OF CANADA’S HISTORY WERE 
SLIPPING AWAY INTO THE PAST. 1 BECAME AWARE THAT PLACE NAMES WERE CHANGED FROM THE ORIGINAL ONE GIVEN, AND - 
IN SORE CASES, CHANGED A DOZEN TIMES. THE QUESTIONS OF WHY, HOW AND WHEN BECANE PARAMOUNT UNTIL ONE DAY THE 
THOUGHT =SIZZLED UP TO.... HOW DARE ‘THEY’....AND I FOUND MYSELF CAUGHT IN AN ATTEMPT TO CHRONICLE THE CHANGES 
FROM BEGINNING TO PRESENT. 


REALIZATION CAME, THAT THE POSTMASTERS WERE IMPORTANT FACTORS IN THE STABILIZATION OF THE EARLY 
SETILERENTS. THE MAJORITY OF THESE NEN WERE THE ONLY PERSONS CAPABLE OF READING AND WRITING WITHIN A TEN OR 
TWENTY MILE RADIUS. A GREAT PERCENTAGE OF THE EARLY POSTNASTERS WERE ALSO THE FIRST SETTLERS INTO THEIR 
PARTICULAR BUSH AND BY THEIR EXAMPLE, COURAGE AND INDUSTRY WERE CHOSEN TQ HOLD THE OFFICE OF POSTMASTER - AND 
IN TIRE, GIVE THEIR NAHE TO THE PLACE. BARRING DUPLICATION OF NANE, THE OFFICE ENCUNBENT HAD THE RIGHT TO NANE 
THE OFFICE. MANY OF THOSE NANES WERE ASSUMED BY THE GROWING COMMUNITY AND ARE STILL IN USE TODAY. 


ATTEMPTING TQ ANSWER HYPOTHETICAL QUESTIONS OF THE FUTURE, I HAVE TRIED TO PUT THE PLACE NAMES OF 
YESTERDAY INTO FOCUS FOR THE 1988s. THE FORMAT 15, FIRST, THE ORIGINAL NANE ON THE LOCATION. 17 19 DEDUCED BY 
LOGICALLY SIFTING THE WRITTEN RECORDS FOR THE PAST THREE HUNDRED YEARS. IN A FEW INSTANCES IT WAS NECESSARY TO 
MAKE A DECISION BETWEEN THO NAMES USED AT THE SAME EARLY TIME. I TRUST I HAVE NOT BREACHED THE LINE OF REASON 
TH MAKING THE SELECTION AND THAT MY INSTINCT WAS SOUND. IN THESE EXAMPLES RELIANCE WAS ON THE ORIGINAL PATENTEE 
BEING THE LOGICAL FIRST OF THE THO NAMES PRESENTED. HAVING ESTABLISHED THE NAME, I7 BECAME IMPORTANT TO SORT 
THE STATUS QF THE PLACE. LIBERAL USE WAS GIVEN TO THE WORD "HAMLET", BECAUSE IT REPRESENTS THE SMALLEST GROUP 
USING A PLACE NAME. A SETTLEMENT 15 MANY TIMES LARGER AND HERE, THE WORD IS USED TO DESCRIBE THE INITIAL INFLUX 
OF GROUPS - POLITICAL, AS THE UNITED EMPIRE LOYALISTS WERE - NATIONAL, AS THE ETHNIC GROUPS WHICH CANE FROM 
RANY LANDS - AND RELIGIOUS MOVEMENTS - OF MANY PERSUASIONS. THE WORDS, “VILLAGE, POLICE VILLAGE, TOWN, 
SEPARATED TORN, CITY, IMPROVEMENT DISTRICT, TOHNSHIP, COUNTY AND REGIGNAL HUNICIPALITY," ALL - DENOTE THE LEGAL 
ENTITY. TG SUPPORT THIS, ARE DATES GF INCORPORATION, DISSOLUTION, ANNEXATION, AMALGAMATION, ESTABLISHMENT, 
SURVEYS AND QUIETING ORDERS. THE LATTER SIMPLY BEING AN ORDER BY COURT, USUALLY EMANATING FROM THE MUNICIPAL 
BOARD, BUT CAN BE BROUGHT BY ANY INDIVIDUAL OR CORPORATION WITH AN INTEREST, TO RECTIFY OR RE-ESTABLISH A 
MUNICIPAL BOUNDARY, 


BEARING IN MIND THAT SQHE PLACES EXISTANT IN THE 1988s WILL NOT APPEAR ON HAPS OR COMPUTER SCREENS OF 
THE FUTURE, 1 HAVE TRIED TO FIX THE LOCATION OF EACH PLACE BY SUPPLYING THO, THREE OR FOUR DISTANCES FROM EACH, 
TQ A NEIGHBORING COMMUNITY. ALL THE EARLY YEARS ARE SHO#N IN MILES AND THE LATER Ih KILOMETRES, (POINT 10 
POINT, REASONED ON THE MAP SCALE GIVEN). NG ATTEMPT WAS HADE TO CHANGE ONE TO THE OTHER FOR UNIFORMITY, SINCE 
THE CERTAINTY, OF WHICH MEASURE WILL SURVIVE IS NOT KNOWN, 


THE POST OFFICE INFORMATION 15 AS COMPLETE AS 15 POSSIBLE, SHOWING THE FIRST WHOLE DATE (MONTH, DAY, 
YEAR) OF THE OFFICE OPENING. IN THE EARLY YEARS IT 15 AT TIMES ONLY POSSIBLE TO SHOW TRE YEAR, THE FIRST 
FOSTMASTER’S NANE 15 DERIVED FROM EARLY OFFICIAL DOCUMENTS AND CLOSINGS ARE BY OFFICIAL POST OFFICE RECORDS OR 
SUBSTANTIATED LISTS CONSIDERED HISTORICALLY CORRECT. 


THE NEXT ITEM GF FORMAT 19 A VARIED GROUP OF ENTRIES AND DEPENDS ENTIRELY ON HOW MANY TIMES THE PLACE 
WAS MENTIONED AND IN WHAT DETAIL IN GAZETTEERS, ATLASES, DIRECTORIES AND IN LOCAL, PROVINCIAL AND NATIONAL 
HISTORIES. IN THIS SECTION IT MAY SHOW THE RAILWAYS IN A STATION NAME AND NAY SHOW BY WHICH LINE SERVED, (THE 
RAILWAYS OF ONTARIO IN THE EARLY YEARS HAD THE NASTY HABIT OF PUTTING A STATION ON A FLAT CAR AND MOVING IT A 
FEW MILES DOWN THE TRACK, WHICH SAVED THEM MONEY, BUT THEY SCRAMBLED THE NAMESCAPE BY GIVING THE NEW LOCATION 
ANOTHER NAME AND ABANDONING THE OLD NAME. MANY STATION NAMES DISAPPEARED IN THIS FASHION AND ARE ALMOST 
IHPOSSIBLE TO TRACE). THE FIRST SETTLER IS SHOWN WITH ANY PERTINENT INFORMATION REGARDING THE SETTLEMENT, IF 
AVAILABLE THE NAHE OF THE PERSON FOR WHOM THE PLACE WAS NAMED, INCLUDING TITLES DEGREES, ETC., DATE AND 
REASON FOR NAMING, AND FOR INTEREST, SOME LITTLE KNOWN LOCAL FACT OR HAPPENING OF THE PLACE. 


UNLESS THE PLACE HAS ALREADY DISAPFEGRED, THERE WILL BE A LINE STATING "PRESENT APPROVED NAME IS..." 
THE NAME FOLLOWING THOSE WORDS WILL BE IN EMPHASI7SED PRINT, AS ARE ALL ORIGINAL NAMES AND ANY NAME CHANGES, 
FOR EASE GF ASSIMILATION. GN APPROVED NAME IN USE IS ONE WHICH BEARS THE ACKNOWLEDGED APPROVAL OF A PARTICULAR 
ROARD - THREE OF WHICH HAVE EXERCISED CONTROL OF NAMING IN CANADA, THE EARLIEST YEARS WERE JUDGED, ACCEPTED 
AND DELETED BY THE GEOGRAPHIC BOARD OF CANADA BETWEEN THE YEARS OF 1897 AND 1984. FROM 1986 7D 1761 THE 
CANADIAN BOARD ON GEOGRAPHIC NANES EXISTED, WITH THE SANE POWERS. AFTER 1941 AND TO DATE, THE CANADIAN 
PERMANENT COMMITTEE ON GECGRAPHICAL NANES HAS HAD THE FINAL DECISION ON NANES IN CANADA. ONE OF THESE BOARDS 
WILL HAVE APPROVED, WITHIN THE CONFINES OF ABOVE STATED DATES, ALL ENTRIES LISTED AS APPROVED IN THIS BOOK.
